Seconp: Have means of fire protection 
»nmediately available; in every fire it is the 
frst minute that counts. An automatic 
sprinkler system, if your building is equipped 
with one, is excellent against fire; but un- 
fortunately in a bookstore water will do 
about as much damage as fire. Standpipe 
-onnections are next best. For first protec- 
tion some one of the chemical extinguishers 
cive the best all around service. The dry 
powder types cause the least damage in them- 
selyes, but a bookstore fire would very quick- 
ly get away from them. See that whatever 
apparatus you have—standpipe, hose or ex: 
tinguisher—is kept in order, ready for use, 
and that your clerks know where it is and 
how to handle it. A fire drill is an excellent 
precaution. 

Tuirp: Avoid chance for fire by keeping 
rubbish cleaned up—everywhere, and partic- 
ularly in the dark corners. See that your 
electric wiring is run in conduits, and that 
steam pipes are asbestos-covered where pass- 
ing through woodwork. Make it a habit to 
be on the lookout against conditions inviting 
fire—gas lights swinging against woodwork, 
choked chimney flues, temporary electric 
“decorations,” ete. A fire, nine cases out of 
ten, is a serious calamity, not to be measured 


entirely by the stock lost either. 


IN an important decision handed down 
\londay afternoon in the case of the Miles 
\ledical Company (manufacturers of proprie- 
tary medicine) vs. the James D. Park Com- 
pany (jobbers), the Supreme Court of the 
United States ruled strongly against the 
contract system by which the Miles Medical 
Company has sought in the past to prevent 
wholesalers’ and retailers from selling goods 
made by it to other retailers who would dis- 
pose of them at cut rates to buyers. It de- 
cided on broad grounds, and practically unan- 
imously, that such contracts were in restraint 
of trade, illegal and therefore void. 

Justice Hughes, who wrote the decision, 
prefaced it, however, by distinctly excepting 
it from the patent law, to the protection of 

nich the Miles Medical Company had made 
io claim. This case, said Justice Hughes, 
‘lies outside the policy of the patent law, and 


the extent of the right which that law secures 
is not here involved or determined.” 

This decision has therefore no bearing upon 
pending cases of contract involving patented, 
or analogous copyrighted, productions. 


SYSTEMATIZED BUYING.* 


In my discussion of “Systematized Buying” 
| propose to treat the subject from the view- 
point of the retail merchant; the man who is 
conducting a business of average dimensions. 

I shall not confine my remarks to the do- 
main of the buyer, but shall take the liberty 
of entering a few of the channels leading 
from or up to his office, making such sug 
gestions as I think may be helpful. 

I shall speak largely from my own experi- 
ence, and while I am conscious that what I 
have to say will fall short of interesting a 
great many of my hearers, who are now em- 
ploying as good or better systems in their 
buying departments, I hope to be able to out- 
line a few simple rules which can be profit- 
ably followed by those whose house organ- 
izations have not yet reached their full de- 
velopment. 

The business of merchandising consists of 
buying and selling goods. 

Any system of buying to be successful must 
have the co-operation of the sales depart- 
ment. The relations between the two de- 
partments are so close as to make their in- 
terests practically the same. The _ buyer 
should endeavor to cenfine his purchases to 
goods which the experience of the sales man- 
ager teaches him are salable, and the sales 
department should lend its best efforts to 
unloading the buyer’s mistakes. 

STOCK RECORDS NECESSARY 

To preserve a correct equilibrium in judg- 
ment between the two authorities, a set of 
stock records is an absolute necessity pro- 
vided it is the desire of the fitm—as it should 
be—to maintain the maximum of efficiency 
upon a minimum investment. 

This record may consist of one or more 
bound books, a loose-leaf binder containing a 
series of leaves, or a set of indexed cards, 
as may seem the most convenient and prac- 
tical to the interested parties. The simpler 
the arrangement, the better. The trouble 
with most systems is their complexity. The 
busy man finds it difficult to devote the time 
needed to keep his records up-to-date. 

In the stock record a sufficient amount of 
space should be assigned to each and every 
line of goods carried in stock, no matter how 
small and insignificant some of these lines 
may be. Every buyer will admit that it is the 
small, miscellaneous items which give him the 
most trouble. 

The record of each line of stock should 
contain the name and address of the manu-

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facturer making the goods, the name and 
address of the local agent or travelling repre- 
sentative of such manufacturer, the shipping 
instructions, an itemized list of such items in 
the line as are carried in stock, and—if a 
separate set of cost books is not kept by the 
buyer—the costs and terms. 

The leaves or cards should be ruled with 
a series of double vertical columns—with 
box headings for dates—in one of which col 
umns should be recorded the goods on hand 
at the time an order is placed, and in the 
other, the goods ordered; using different 
colors of ink for the two classes of entries. 


VALUE OF SUCH STOCK RECORDS. 

No firm can fail to recognize the reference 
value of a set of stock records such as I 
have described. If a buyer does not already 
possess one, and is disposed to be candid, he 
will confess his daily need of such an inval- 
uable help to his work, and will doubtless 
state that while it has been his intention to 
compile such a record, he has been unable to 
find time to devote to the work. 

If a buyer will keep tab on the time that 
he daily loses in searching through the office 
files for information and authorities which 
should be matters of record within reach of 
his hand, I will venture to state that within 
sixty days the total time thus employed will 
be found to have been amply sufficient to 
have completed the coveted record. 

The object of this record, aside from its 
reference value, is to indicate the goods which 
are moving. It aids the buyer in determining 
the amounts of his purchases; it enables him 
to keep his stock complete and at the same 
time within reasonable limits. Frequent 
study of its pages will enable him to weed 
out goods which are shown to be unsalable 
and to increase his orders for those goods 
which are moving, thus increasing the effi- 
ciency of his stock without enlarging the in- 
vestment. 

The record of a year’s purchases will en- 
able him to determine the amount of each 
salable item it is desirable to have at all times 
in stock, and if he so desires, those amounts 
can be entered in the respective stock lists in 
some distinctive color of ink, when any boy 
in the office can make up an order by compar- 
ing the stock clerk’s report of goods on hand 
with the amounts which the record indicate 
should be carried in the shelves. 


STOCK RECORDS USEFUL ALSO IN SALES DEPART- 
MENT. 


While a set of stock records is absolutely 
essential to any system of correct buying, it 
will be found equally useful to the sales de- 
partment. References will be made to it 
every hour in the day to ascertain the quanti- 
ties of certain items carried in stock in view 
of prospective orders. 

Its value as a monitor in safeguarding the 
buyer’s propensity to overstock items seem- 
ingly in demand because occasionally called 
for will be appreciated by the manufacturer, 
to whom so many appeals are now made to 
take back or exchange unsalable goods. 





STOCK CLERK. 


In the performane of his work the buyer 
will find the assistance of a well trained 
stock clerk of inestimable value. It js }j; 
duty to receive and care for the stock and 
upon the efficiency with which this is done 
will depend very largely the ease with which 
the buyer’s duties will be accomplished. 

Occasionally an experienced stock clerk can 
be engaged, but more frequently he has to be 
trained to his work. A great deal depends 
upon his care and vigilance. A careless stock 
clerk can cost his employer many times the 
amount of his salary. He receives and dis- 
tributes all incoming goods consigned to his 
department of the business, whether deliy- 
ered by messenger, mail or express, or turned 
over from the receiving room. 


NEED OF CENTRAL RECEIVING ROOM. 


And here I will ask permission to digress 
for a moment while emphasizing the neces- 
sity of a central receiving room in every es- 
tablishment embracing more than one de- 
partment, to which can be directed all bulky 
goods coming into the house, and from 
which their distribution can be made after 
their receipt has been properly recorded and 
the correct weights compared with those en- 
tered in the freight expense bills. 

The cases turned over by the receiving 
room to the department stock clerk are 
opened by him or by a clerk under his super- 
vision and the contents checked with the in- 
voices or orders. A sufficient amount of floor 
space should be assigned to this work in 
which it can be expeditiously and method- 
ically done; a space that shall be inviolate 
from trespass and from which it will be thor- 
oughly understood by every clerk and sales- 
man in the establishment that no goods are 
to be removed except by requisition on the 
stock clerk. This will result in fewer com- 
plaints of shortages, as many alleged short- 
ages are undoubtedly due to the removal of 
goods—for the purpose of filling orders—be- 
fore the stock clerk has had an opportunity 
to properly check his invoices. 


CHECK INVOICES WITH ORDERS AS WELL AS 


GOODS. 


After the goods have been checked with 
the invoices the latter should be checked with 
the orders, or ztce versa. 

After entering upon the invoices the amount 
of the freight and drayage charges pale 
upon the shipment, and attaching thereto— 
in a blank provided for the purpose—a de- 
tailed history of anything that 1s wrong 
with the shipment, all papers should be -— 
to the buyer’s office, where the prices ane 
extensions are checked and any necessary 
correspondence conducted with the shippers. 

The latter can facilitate the work of both 
the stock clerk and buyer by rendering 4 
separate invoice for each individual order. 
do not mean a separate bill for each page 0! 
an order consisting of several sheets maile 


under the same date, but a series of wee 
mailed upon successive dates and forwarce 
in one shipment. 


The most annoying an 
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dificult shipment to check through is that 
in which goods ordered by two separate de- 
partments are shipped in the same case and 
billed upon a single invoice. Until opening 
the mail the question immediatly arises as 
+o which department the invoice shall be as- 
jioned. A situation may subsequently de- 
velop where the goods arrive and are held 
by one department while the invoice is in the 
possession of the other, and while one is 
writing for a bill the other is requesting to 
have the gocds traced. And finally, after this 
complication has been straightened out, the 
‘nvoice has to be passed back and forth be- 
+\,een the two departments, while the goods 
are being checked, and the total of the in- 
voice separated into the different amounts 
vhich are to be charged to the stock ac- 
-ounts of the respective departments. 


THE CARE OF STOCK. 


The stock clerk should be held responsible 
for the care of stock. He should recognize 
the economical advantage of seeing that all 
incoming goods are properly packed or 
wrapped before being placed in the shelves; 
that the entire stock is at all times kept in a 
clean and orderly condition, and the shelves, 
counters and showcases in presentable shape. 

As the care of stock was exhaustively 
covered at the last convention, I will not at- 
tempt to further describe this part of the 
stock clerk’s work. 

His most important duty is to watch the 
stock with a view to reporting to the buyer’s 
office the necessity for renewals, and in this 
he has ample opportunities to display his 
efficier'cy. 


KEEPING GOODS “IN STOCK.” 
Next to the work of creating a demand 


for the goods, the greatest problem in any 
merchandising business is to have the goods 
in stock to satisfy the demand when made. 
The difficulty of its solution increases with 
the merchant’s distance from the source of 
supply. 

It does not suffice to reorder goods when 
completely sold out; the time when the sup- 
ply of any particular item is likely to be ex- 
hausted must be anticipated and the stock 
restored to normal proportions. 


“WANT BOOK.” 


[here are a number of ways in which the 
stock clerk can be assisted in the perform- 
ance of this branch of his work. There can 
be kept upon his desk in a conspicuous posi- 
tion the time-honored “Want-Book,” in which 
the order clerks and floor salesmen are in- 
structed to enter such goods as are found to 
be low or entirely out; there can be furnished 
to each and every member of the order and 
sales force a supply of printed blanks in which 

| enter any item for which an order of un- 
usual quantity has been filled. Such report 
to be filed on the stock clerk’s desk. 

_ Every customer’s order, whether received 
‘rough the mails or the floor or city sales- 
men, should pass the inspection of the sales 
‘anager or other responsible person for a 


v 


variety of reasons not directly connected 


with the subject under discussion; and as an 
added precaution these orders as they pass in 
review should be carefully scanned for items 
calculated to deplete the stock. 

When the necessity arises for renewing 
one or more items in a line of goods the 
stock clerk should be required to make an 
inventory of the complete line upon a ruled 
and printed blank provided for the purpose. 
After entering the quantity of each item in 
stock he should turn to the stock record and 
copy therefrom the quantity of each on hand 
when the previous record was made and the 
amount of each ordered in the meantime. 

This report, together with any necessary 
memoranda relative to any particular item 
needed in a hurry for the purpose of filling a 
customer’s order, should be placed upon the 
buyer’s desk. 

STAPLE LINES. 


Certain classes of stock should be watched 
more closely and ordered more frequently 
than others; these include the staple items 
for which there is the most frequent demand 
and of which we have to carry the largest 
quantities, and that long list of small miscel- 
laneous items, only occasionally called for 
and of which we carry only skeleton stocks. 
The two extremes. 

Lists of various lines of stock included in 
these two classes should be turned in by the 
stock clerk upon fixed dates separated only 
by short intervals. 

If renewals are not forced by exigency, 
the rest of the stock can be safely left to such 
times as the establishment is favored by calls 
from the salesmen representing the various 
lines, 


SALESMEN SHOULD SEND ADVANCE NOTICES. 


Every salesman should mail advance cards. 
As soon as an advance card is received it 
should be referred to the stock clerk with 
instructions to promptly supply the buyer— 
upon the usual blank—with a report of the 
condition of the stock which such salesman 
represents. The buyer can then have that 
salesman’s order ready for him when he ar- 
rives, thus giving the latter the time and op- 
portunity to spend his expense money on 
something besides hotel accommodations and 
shoe leather. . 


ONE BUYER FOR ONE THING, 


No stere should have more than one buyer 
purchasing the same kind of stock. By this 
I mean that it is a mistake to have two or 
more men buying the same class of goods 
and acting independently of each other. If 
the sales manager, stock clerk or other em- 
ployee be privileged to issue what are com- 
monly termed “pick-up” orders for emergency 
items, it is advisable to have such orders 
countersigned or O. K.’d by the buyer. Not 
that the ability or trustworthiness of the 
other man is held in question, but to enable 
the buyer to make note of goods frequently 
called for that are not carried in stock, and 
with a judgment born of experience, to be 
certain that the order in hand has been di- 
rected to the most available source of supply. 
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VERBAL ORDERS. 


Avoid placing verbal orders. If for any 
reason it becomes necessary, send a confirm- 
ing order by the same day’s mail. This ap- 
plies also to orders placed by telephone or 


telegraph. 
ORDER BLANKS. 


Use duplicate order blanks. Make the 
form as decorative as may be dictated by in- 
dividual taste, but condense the printed di- 
rections into as few words as possible. All 
orders should be numbered consecutively in 
duplicate. 

It will be found a convenience to have sev- 
eral different forms: 

One for the emergency orders men- 
tioned in a previous paragraph, which 
we will call “pick-up” order blanks: 

One for stock goods which are to be 
shipped from factory to the store, which 
we will call “regular” order blanks, and 

One for goods which are to be shipped 
from factory direct to customer, which 
we will term “direct” order blanks. 

Each of the forms mentioned should carry 
a distinctive line of order numbers as an aid 
for ready identification when an order is 
quoted by letter, telegram or otherwise. 


“PICK-UP” ORDERS. 

The “pick-up” orders are for daily emer- 
gency purchases. They are either filled or 
cancelled within 24 hours. The cancelled 
orders and the invoices covering the goods 
delivered on filled orders should be checked 
each day in the office with the carbon dupli- 
cates. If the goods which have been ob- 
tained on the filled orders are such as are 
regularly carried in stock they should be en- 
tered upon the stock record. 

If these “pick-up” orders are being signed 
and placed by employees outside of the buy- 
er’s office, and independent of the buyer’s 
supervision, a weak point is being developed 
in the buying system, especially if the goods 
thus ordered are not being entered upon the 
stock reccrds. 

All bills should be paid promptly when due. 
If there is a discount for cash in ten days, 
the invoice should not be retained in the 
buyer’s office so long as to render it impos- 
sible for the accounting department to take 
advantage of the cash discount. 

Be concise in correspondence. Use simple 
language and direct terms. By avoiding the 
correspondence school style of dictation, a 
large percentage of the work on the type- 
writing machine can be saved and the sten- 
ographer’s time used with profit for other 
purposes. 


CATALOGUES AND PRICE LISTS. 


In a previous paragraph relative to the 
use of care in itemizing orders, I spoke of 
referring to the catalogues or lists of manu- 
facturers. 

Outside of his cost books and stock records, 
the buyer has nc more valuable asset in his 
office than his library of catalogues and price 
lists, and if he has not already done so, he 
should lose no time in providing a suitable 
cabinet in which these lists can be filed for 
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ready reference. In these days of sectional 
office furniture a cabinet occupying . es 
small amount of space can be assembled to 
conveniently accommodate any kind of ay 
assortment of catalogues. . 
Every catalogue, circular and price list 
which reaches the office should be retained 
and filed, provided they pertain to goods in 
any way related to the business. _ | 
When a new edition of a catalogue or lis: 
is filed the old one should be invariably ¢, 
stroyed. ; 
CLIPPING TRADE ADVERTISING. 


If the house subscribe to one or more 0} 
the trade papers, an office assistant shou'd 
be trained to review each week’s copy and 
blue pencil or cut out the new advertisements. 
and these should be either filed the same as 
the printed lists or the advertisers should | 
written for their printed literature relatiy. 
to the goods advertised. 

The time-saving and educational value of 
a complete and systematically filed library of 
catalogues and price lists is beyond price, and 
filing systems as applied to house catalogues 
is a topic which could be interestingly and 
profitably discussed at scme future conyen- 
tion... . 

QUALIFICATIONS OF THE EFFECTIVE BUYER. 

It has been suggested that I describe the 
qualifications which would entitle their suc- 
cessor to be regarded as an efficient buyer, 
but I am not equal to the attempt. Jt may 
be accepted as certain, however, that if ai! 
buyers were in the same class that variety 0/ 
experience which lends spice to the trav 
ling man’s round of pleasure would be absen 

Most buyers entertain ideas; a few pos 
sess definite aims. The former digs through 
the day’s disorganized work with hopeful 
cheerfulness while futilely dreaming visions 
of orderliness; the wage slave of driving 
necessity. 

The latter, realizing that the amount of 
work which any one man can do is a trifle, 
has learned to cultivate a latent executiv 
ability and through the aid of system to s0 
plan his daily toil as to achieve the inner }0y 
and meaning of laboring for the pure love of 
labor. 


ADVANTAGE OF SYSTEM IN BUYING. 


While I do not claim that the system 0! 
buying which I have described is by Wy 
means perfect, it is one which has enabled 
our company to restrict its purchases to 
well defined an average as to cause our a! 
nual inventory of stock to vary from year | 
year less than five per cent. and at the sam 
time to give our customers a service that 
they claim is yielded by few of the houses 
with whom they deal. 

To adapt the system to the needs of tho 
firms who may have been interested in my dis- 
cussion, it will be necessary to enlarge oF 
modify it to meet individual requirements. 


CREDIT TO THE TRAVELLING SALESMAN. 


No discussion of a system of buying could 
be considered complete without a more ¢X 
tended reference to the travelling salesman. 

It is he who has educated the buyer.

\lany buyers have obtained from this source 
‘he major part of their knowledge of goods, 
hich has enabled them to satisfactorily per- 
‘orm the duties of their position. Few, com- 
naratively speaking, have had the advantage 
\{ that invaluable post-graduate course which 
-onsists of visiting the factories and actually 
.eeing the goods made. We must therefore 
take off our hat to the travelling salesman 
and the buyer who fails to greet him with 
the “glad hand” and a “welcome-to-our-city” 
smile may be losing a golden opportunity to 
add te kis store of information. . . 

A situation might develop where a certain 
line of goods might be continuously reordered 
from local dealers at local jobbing prices 
without the stock records indicating to the 
buyer that the goods were in the slightest 
demand. 

“REGULAR ORDERS. 

After a “regular” order for goods to be 
shipped from the factory to the store has been 
made out, and the proper entries of the items 
therein contained made in the stock record, 
the carbon copy, with the stock clerk’s report 
attached thereto, should be filed in a tempor- 
ary file containing only “live” orders. 

This file should be gone through at least 
nce a week by the buyer’s assistant and a 
follow-up letter or “chaser” sent after orders 
known to be overdue. 


“SHORTS.” 


When the goods have been received and 
the order with the checked invoice returned 
tc the buyer’s office, all items which for any 
reason have not been shipped should be trans- 
ferred to a “short memorandum.” This list 
of shorts, besides containing the name and 
address of the manufacturer and any other 
iecessary information, should be endorsed 
with the number and date of the original or- 
(der and take the place of such order in the 
temporary file, together with carbon copies of 
any correspondence relative thereto. The 
original order can then be permanently filed. 

Whenever a new order is written, refer- 
cice should unfailingly be made to the tem- 
porary file and the manufacturer’s attention 
called to any items which a short order 
tiemorandum indicates the shipper failed to 
lorward on a previous order.

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GOODS MANUFACTURED BY THE HOUSE. 


ay goods which are made in the firm’s 
lactory should be ordered in exactly the 
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same manner as though the order were placed 
with an outside house. The order should be 
written with equal care, the items definitely 
specified and eutered in due course upon the 
stock record. 

Use care in writing orders. If necessary, 
1efer to the stock record for the correct name 
and full address of the firm for whom the 
order is intended. If there is any doubt rela- 
tive to the correct descriptions of the items 
to be ordered refer to the manufacturer’s 
catalogue or list. Endless confusion and loss 
of time can be saved by this latter precaution. 
Unless the order be addressed to some firm 
or company with whom the buyer is having 
frequent transactions, have it include the 
terms of delivery and in any event be ex- 
plicit in giving shipping instructions. The 
phrase “cheapest way” no longer goes. ‘The 
cheapest way for the shipper may be the ex- 
press company whose team will call at his 
door, while the cheapest way for the con- 
signee may be something different. 


CARELESSNESS OF NEW YORK SHIPPERS. 


I have said so much privately and in public 
about the negligence of shippers to follow 
shipping instructions that I expect any refer- 
ence to this frequently debated subject will 
occasion an expression of pain on more than 
one face. The New York shippers and those 
doing business in adjacent territory are the 
worst offenders. New Yorkers, while exten- 
sive travellers abroad, seem to be ill-informed 
relative to transpertation facilities in their 
cwn country. They may be familiar with 
London, Paris and Berlin, but Chicago is 
only a dot on the map. If a New York man 
was asked what railroad reached Chicago, he 
would probably reply, “The Twentieth Cen- 
tury Limited,” and then the chances are fa- 
vorable that he could not explain how it got 
there. 

Chicago, the terminus of 26 different trunk 
lines of railway, representing 43 per cent. of 
the entire railway mileage in the United 
States, has become so large a distributing 
point for freight that several of the more im- 
portant Eastern trunk lines are now operating 
daily express freight trains between the sea- 
board and the Garden City. These trains are 
made up of cars consigned to Chicago or 
points further west and make the distance 
between the two cities on a schedule of 72 
hours, 

EXPLICIT SHIPPING INSTRUCTIONS. 

When explicit shipping instructions are 
given in an order to have the goods delivered 
to one of these trains, it would seem to be 
incumbent upon the shipper to make every 
possible effort to have them followed, espe- 
cially when one considers the bearing which 
that important element, “time of delivery,” 
has upon the economic handling of the mer- 
chant’s business 

When a request is made to mark the cases 
for a certain train on a specified road and to 
deliver them to a certain station of that road 
where the goods for this particular train are 
received, it will not suffice to merely mark 
the goods and deliver them to the nearest 
station of the road to the shipper’s plant. 
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To illustrate: A New York manufacturer 
wrote us: 

“The shipment about which you write 
is ready. Jt is so tate in the day, how- 
ever, that our teamster cannot make the 
train specified in the shipping instruc- 
tions. As to-morrow is a holiday, we 
have concluded to save a day’s delay by 
delivering the goods to the nearest sta- 
tion of the railroad mentioned.” 

One day’s delay was saved in shipping, but 
the goods were loaded on a mixed freight 
train, were three weeks in transit instead of 
72 hours, and arrived in Chicago at a freight 
terminal so far distant from our place of 
business that it required a half day’s time for 
a two-horse dray to bring the shipment in, 
which consisted of a single case. Pending 
the arrival of the goods we were put to the 
expense of buying locally at jobbing prices 
for the purpose of filling orders which could 
not be held a number of the items contained 
in the shipment. 


ADVISE SHIPPERS OF ERRORS IMMEDIATELY. 


Shippers should be promptly advised when 
goods check short or over. 

Make no alterations or changes in the ship- 
per’s invoice: 

If the goods are shipped short, O. K. 
the invoice and bill back the shortage. 

If the goods check over, O. K. the in- 
voice and request shipper to render ad- 
ditional invoice for the goods received 
over and above the order, provided it is 
the desire of the consignee to retain them. 

If invoices contain errors in prices or 
extensions, which will decrease the total, 
O. K. the invoice and charge back the 
difference. 

If these changes increase the total, 
either request shipper to render cor- 
rected invoice or a bill for the difference. 

If any deductions for freight, drayage 
or other expense have to be made, make 
them in the form of a charge against the 
shipper’s account, and mail him an in- 
voice. 

Alterations in invoices cause confusion in 
the accounting departments at both ends of 
the line, and should be avoided. 





HOF LIBRARY SALE MAY BREAK 
RECORDS. 


THE sale of the Robert Hoe library by the 
Anderson Auction Company, it is now defi- 
nitely announced, will begin on April 24. 
From that date until May 4, inclusive, two 
sessions will be held daily, excepting Satur- 
days and Sundays, and on May 5 there will 
be one session. All will be devoted to the 
dispersal of the 3538 lots, comprising the first 
part of this famous collection of books and 
manuscripts. It will constitute about one- 
fourth of the entire library, which includes 
16,000 items. 

It is expected that the sale will bring the 
highest aggregate totals of any collection ever 
sold at auction, not only in America, but in 
the world, and that at least one of its literary 
treasures will bring a higher price than has 


ever before been realized for a single work 
in the public market. There are said to be 
no less than ten books and manuscripts in th. 
library that will fetch more than $10,000 each 
Chief among them is the copy on vellum of 
the Gutenberg, or “42-line” Latin Bible. 
printed by John Gutenberg and John Fuss 
at Mainz, 1450-55. It is bound in two folic 
volumes, in contemporary oak boards. eo: 
ered with pigskin. Two leaves, which are iy 
facsimile, constitute, it is said, the only de- 
fects. It is the same copy which brough: 
$17,000 at the Perkins sale in 1873 and $20,00¢ 
at the Ashburnham sale in 1897. It will be 
auctioned off the first day of the sale. 

Among the other incunabula, or books pro- 
duced in the infancy of the art, are the 
“Opera” of Lactantius, printed in 1465 by 
Conrad Sweynheym and Arnold Pannartz at 
Subiaco, the first book printed in Italy with 
a date, and the second book for which Greek 
type was cast; St. Augustine’s “De Civitate 
Dei,” printed in 1470 by the brothers, John 
and Wendelin of Speier, on vellum, the fourth 
book printed at Venice, only eight copies 
known in this state; Sir Thomas Malory’s 
“Le Morte D’Arthur,” printed by William 
Caxton at Westminster in 1485, the finest 
copy known, and the identical one which 
brought $9750 at the Earl of Jersey sale, and 
Bartholomew Glanvile’s “De Proprietatibus 
Rerum,” printed about 1495 in London | 
Wynkyn de Worde, Caxton’s successor. 

Included in the manuscripts are the “Horae 
(Hours) of the Virgin Mary,” 4 beautiful 
illuminated manuscript, known as “The Pem- 
broke Hours,” and made for Sir William 
Herbert, Earl of Pembroke, one of Richard 
r.’s partisans in the Wars of the Roses, who 
was captured and executed in 1460; t 
Roman Missal, a magnificent manuscript 01 
vellum, presented by Charles vi. of France to 
Henry v. of England on the occasion of the 
latter’s marriage to Catherine of Valois, 
daughter of Charles vr.; the “Hours” of Anne 
de Beaujeu, the daughter of Louis x1. of 
France; a late fifteenth century manuscript 
of the French poetical version of Ovid’s 
“Epistolae Herodum,” presumably executed 
for Louis xm. and Anne of Brittany, and 2 
thirteenth century illuminated manuscript 0! 
Josephus Flavius. 

Mr. Hoe was particularly interested in the 
art of book binding, and his library contains 
a great number of the works of the masters 
in this line. Among them are the following: 
Jean Grolier’s “Heliodoms,” Basel, 1552; 
Francesco Guicciardini’s “History of Italy. 
1561, in mosaic binding by Nicolas Eve tor 
Henry ut. of France; a Bible, Edinburgh, 
1715, bound by Roger Payne, and “Les [Ilus- 
trations de Gaube,” by Jean le Maire de 
Belges, bound for Henry 1. of France and 
Diane de Poitiers. 

The four Shakespeare folios figure prom’ 
inently in the English literature array. th’ 
first folio, London, 1623, being, so tar 4 
known, the second largest copy extant. Other 
especially notable items are the quarto /:2"> 
let of 1611; Sir William Alexander's “Recre@- 
tions with the Muses,” first edition, Londo, 
1637; “Helyas, Knight of the Swanne, 
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“sed in London in 1512 by Wynkyn de 
\orde, the only known copy, and said to be 
2 only book printed by him on wellum; 
‘ohn Milton’s “Paradise Lost,” with the sec- 
snd title-page, London, 1667; William Blake’s 
‘ilton: a Poem in Twelve Books,” the orig- 
-.al edition, 1804, of the rarest of all Blake’s 
sroductions. and a first edition of Robert 
Purns’s “Poems,” Kilmarnock, 1786. 
jong the more valuable of the Ameri- 
na are: “A Declaration of Former Passages 
and Proceedings Betwixt the English and the 
Narrowgansets, with Their Confederates,” 
hy John Winthrop, Cambridge, 1645, the first 
saok on a historical subject printed in English 
\merica, and the third surviving example of 
the issues of Stephen Daye’s Press at Cam- 
bridge; Daniel Denton’s “Brief Description 
f New York: Formerly Called New Nether- 
lands,” a small quarto, printed in London in 
1670, and the first work in English, relating 
exclusively to New York; “Des Sauvages,” 
Paris, 1603, the rare first issue of the narra- 
tive of Samuel Champlain’s first expedition 
to Canada, a smaller copy of which was sold 
t auction in New York City in 1907 for 
$2900; the rare first edition of the first New 
York Directory, “Printed by Shepard Kol- 
lock, corner of Wall and Water Streets, 
1786;” the rare original edition of Ceduslader 
Colden’s “History of the Five Indian Na- 
tions,” New York, 1727; Richard Hakluyt’s 
“Principal Navigations,” London, 1599-1600, 
and his “Virginia Richly Valued,” 1609, and 
the “Amerigo Vespucci Narratives,” Paris, 
1502 

Of noteworthy autographs there are among 
others poems of Robert Burns and letters 
trom him to Captain Hamilton, Mrs. Riddell 
and Agnes M. C. Lehose, (his “Clarinda;’) 
two long and interesting letters of Edgar 
Allan Poe, dated 1842 and 1848; manuscripts 
of Washington Irving; a letter of Cardinal 
Richelieu to the Canons of the Chapter of the

He has made numerous recommendations

| and machinery in England, swifter in opera- 

tion and more ingenious in design than any- 
thing they have at present. In spite of our 
high rates we are a mail using people as no 
other nation on earth—and a critical one 
too, Major O’Meara imagines. Speed is a 
hobby with us; and our post office has met 
the demand as no other post office has. 





VERTISING—PART I. 


THERE was no need to advertise the first 
recorded books, says Algernon Tassin, in 
the first of a series of articles, in a recent 
Bookman. The entire edition, strictly an 
edition de luxe, was invariably sold out be- 
fore publication. They were the baked-clay 
tablets struck off for the Chaldean royal 
residences, and there were probably never 
more than three copies made of any one book. 
The publisher, too, was the property of the 
purchaser, and he was paid for publication in 
a manner that precluded any risk whatever 
on his part. The first bookmen who were not 
thus totally independent of trade fluctuations 
were Egyptians who made their living, in 
what a humorist might insinuate is not even 
to-day an unallied industry, as superintend- 
ents of the dead. As in Chaldea, publishing 
was still a side line; it was only a subordi- 
nate activity of funeral directors to dispose 
of copies of the “Book of the Dead” among 
the friends of the deceased as a memorial. 
But they are, as far as is known, the first to 
undertake the disposal of books under any 
ordinary trade conditions. Between them 
and the next recorded bookmen there is a 
great gap, for, although the Preacher de- 
clares with some weariness that of the mak- 
ing of books there was no end, nothing is 
written of the circumstances of their publica- 
tion and distribution. In Greece, as far as is 
ascertained, only a very small class of men 
owned books, and there was probably no pub- 
lishing machinery. All references lead one 
to infer that the price of books was so high 
as to keep them the rarest of luxuries for the 
very rich alone. The Roman occupation 
about 150 B.c. began to change this, for the 
Roman genius for management seems to have 
extended into every social activity.

ROMAN PUBLISHING HOUSES. 


There were in Augustan Rome established 
publishing houses which not only turned out 
large numbers of books. but many editions of 
them, and at an incredibiy small price. That 
their arrangements were business-like may 
be inferred from the testimony of Horace. 
He relates that when an author failed to please 
the metropolis the publishers shipped the en- 
tire edition of his works to the provinces. 
and if he still failed to go off as writer they 
made arrangements to bring him back again 
and sell him as paper to the pastry and spice 
shops. One great firm in Rome had over 
two thousand trained slave copyists; and 
their work was swift and cheap, for Martial 
writes that they had ready an edition of a 
thousand copies of his “Epigrams” in just 
one hour to be sold at ten cents a copy. The 
exceedingly large reading public which all 
this indicates must have been many years in 
growing, and one may assume that Rome had 
long been a city of readers. Atticus, the pub- 
lisher of Cicero, had a great many modern 
methods in the conduct of his business, and 
the fact that Czsar’s “Commentaries” were 
very quickly dispatched to the outposts of civ- 
ilization shows that the machinery of distri- 
bution was also well organized. Thus we 
may conclude that the advertising and pub- 
licity department was in good shape. 

From the earliest times in both Greece and 
Rome placards announcing the gladiatorial 
exhibitions were posted on walls; and as 
there is mention of the fact that Roman book- 
sellers placarded the outer walls of their 
shops with the titles of new books, one may 
guess that so wide-awake a firm as the broth- 
ers Sosii knew how to bill the town also. 
This is the more likely, as Martial tells us 
that when he wrote advertisements for the 
booksellers in the shape of epigrams he spec- 
ified, along with the form and the price of 
the book, the place where it was offered for 
sale. Martia! had all the advertising dodges 
of the day at his finger tips, and probably 
introduced a few new ones. An author so 
keenly alive to the commercial aspects of his 
profession would hardly have advertised the 
baths of Etruscus for nothing. ... For au- 
thors in Rome had long been engaged in wid- 
ening the demand for their works. Poets, 
according to Pliny, used to distribute their 
prospectuses. But the instant popularity of 
a new scheme for advertising showed that 
“it filled a long-felt want” in bringing the 
author into closer contact with the public. 
This was the practice of giving free public 
readings, introduced by Asinius Pollio. In 
spite of his importance in the political world, 
he had had poor success with his writings 
until he hit upon the idea of building a pri- 
vate theatre in which to read them. As he 
was too important a man to neglect openly, 
people who had not cared to buy his books 
found it politic to be numbered among those 
present. Other hungry authors saw the value 
of the scheme, and as Rome seems always-to 
have buzzed with promoters looking around 
for something to promote the town soon be- 
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to authors. With this small expense the 
could see if they were likely to get back the 
money invested in publication. So general 
did the practice become that Pliny notes tha; 
throvgh April hardly a day passed withoy 
some one giving a recitation. Writers \ho 
had not the price of a hall recited on the 
streets and in the public porticos. .. . 


GERMAN BOOK DISTRIBUTION. 


Though after the break-up of the Roman 
Empire the booktrade which it had _ intro- 
duced into Gaul still continued, it became and 
remained until the close of the fourteenth 
century almost entirely the making of tran- 
scripts for individual buyers under special 
orders. Both the transcription and the dis- 
posal of books were confined to the cloister, 
and though in several monasteries the matter 
was put upon a strictly commercial basis it 
could not be called distinctly a trade, since 
books were not prepared for general usc. 
Well-defined bookselling machinery existed in 
-aris and Florence and Venice, but there 
was no advertising done beyond the issuing 
of written handbills. This latter was mainly 
confined to the few secular scribes, who only 
toward the last years of manuscript writing 
began to assume the proportions of an or- 
ganized trade. On the first sheet of a very 
late manuscript is the following general ad- 
vertisement: “Any books that are desired. 
whether great or small, religious or profane. 
heautifully painted, all of these will be found 
by Diepold Lauber, scribe in the town of 
Hagenau.” In Germany, unlike the other 
countries, the only means of distribution of 
books seems to have heen the fairs and the 
annual markets; and when later the printing 
press was discovered, this practice facilitated 
the rapid diffusion of printed matter to an 
extent almost incredible in days when there 
were no newspapers. . . 


THE COMING OF PRINT. 


As long as books took only the form of ex- 
pensive manuscript there could, of course, be 
no popular distribution, especially since only 
the wealthy, and but few of them, knew how 
to read... . But when the business of book- 
making and distribution left the cloister ot 
monastery and university it speedily came 
into relations with the people themselves. 
Especially in the low countries and in Ger- 
many the circulation of books among com- 
moners began, and so notably increased that 
in a short time the selling price went stead- 
ily down as the market widened. Thus the 
need for advertising made itself known once 
more. As early as 1470 one printer issued 4 
descriptive catalogue of his books after quite 
a modern fashion. .

spondence. Henry Estiennes thus begins 
his catalogue 1n verse: 
With letters ceaseless I’m annoyed. 
Italian, German, English, French, 
\ll on my studious hours intrench, 
“What last has been achieved and ended? 
What are the impressions next intended?” 
These pages few as best may suit you 
In form of catalogue salute you. 

It remained to the printers of Paris 
to be the first to advertise formally the won- 
derful cheapness of their wares. As early as 
1500 this sign appeared in a printer’s win- 
“Don’t run away on account of the 
price. Come, rich and poor: this excellent 
work is sold for a very small sum.” ... The 
genius of the craft, however, struck the top- 
notch of contemporary advertising when he 
persuaded a dignified professor of the Uni- 
versity of Paris to inform the public that 
they must be grateful to him for “this beauti- 
ful and cheap book:” and thus the puff direct 
hegan again its useful journey, intermitted 
since the days of Rome. ... The stall busi- 
ness of displaying in the open air on planks 
set up on trestles began about this time, and 
the stall-keepers had a special cry proclaim- 
ing the marvellous cheapness of their wares to 
arrest the passerby. But if the enterprising 
printers of Paris first exploited by sign and 
puff and cry the inexpensiveness of their 
publications, it was a German who it 1591 
printed the first approach to a newspaper ad- 
vertisement. A newsletter extolled a book 
describing a magic plant supposed to give 
warning of disaster, and both newsletter and 
book were undoubtedly the output of the 
same shop.

CAXTON AND THE FIRST POSTER. 


In England, however, more than one hun- 
dred years before this, Caxton had printed 
the first poster. It announced the sale of a 
collection of rules of the diocese of Salis- 
bury, “Pyes of Salisbury use,” and gave his 
name and sign. This was at the Red Pole 
in the Almonry at Westminster, whither— 
according to his business announcement in 
1480—“if it please any man spirituel or tem- 
porel to bye... lat him come and he shall 
have them good chepe.” But Caxton by no 
menee catered to men alone; on his list were 
many poems and romances and treatises of 
Ove of a decidedly temporal nature, and he 
‘as apparently the first publisher to reach 
out to capture the larger public of women so 
emphatically sought for these days. He knew 
smal a = scholars and theologians was 
io hie al Be) wisely quadrupled the demand 
aa adventurous policy.

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sirous of selling their books, it is true, but 
they never dreamed of giving their chief at- 
tention to doing so. The bookseller as a 
prime branch of the business came in during 
Elizabeth's reign. Unlike the earlicr ones, 
these booksellers were neither educated nor 
concerned with scholarly affairs, and they 
were also accustomed by nature and training 
to all the dodges of a precarious living. Hav- 
ing little else on their minds, they had Icisure 
to devise all sorts of advertising schemes to 
cispose of their goods, which were more 
often than not stolen or forced from starv- 
mg authors. ‘Their bills were stuck ail over 
town. .. Most of the ordinary booksellers’ 
dodges of the time are probably mentioned 
by Heath in his “Epigrams,” published in 
1650.

LITERATURE AND QUACKERY. 


It was during the Elizabethan age that 
hooks began to be associated with quack 
medicines and pills and nostrums. Just as 
the earliest bookseller on record was an un- 
dertaker also, many of the Elizahethan book- 
sellers sold drugs of all descriptions. These 
nade both ends meet by dealing in the rem- 
edies their medical works mentioned. Book- 
shops, too, were often depositories for clan- 
destine and questionable correspondence. 
This increased the evil reputation the trade 
had got when it fell into the hands of print- 
ers who made a vocation of stolen goods and 
their business the last stopping house this 
side of open knavery and vagabondage. 

It was May 23, 1622, that the first period- 
ical newspaper came out in England, ard in 
it appeared some publishers’ announcements. 
They were not, however, strictly advertise- 
ments in the usual sense of the word. The 
earliest real advertisement came out in April. 
1647, and ran as follows: “A Book applauded 
by the Clergy of ENGLAND called THE DIVINE 
RIGHT OF CHURCH GOVERNMENT, Collected by 
sundry eminent MINISTERS in the Citie of 
LONDON; Corrected and augmented in many 
places, with a briefe Reply to certain Queries 
against the ministry of ENGLAND; Is printed 
and publish’d for JosEPH HUNScoT and 
GEORGE CALVERT, and are to be sold at the 
Stationers Hall and at the Golden Fleece in 
the Old Change.” Publishers’ advertisements 
were the first species to develop in the news- 
papers, and those of quack remedies were a 
close second. .. . 


THE INIQUITIES OF ADDISON. 


It is interesting to note that it was the 
Spectator which first started the habit of 
advertisements for other commodities than 
books or quack medicines; and, sad to say, 
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the fashion seems to have been introduced by 
its policy of puffing liberally anybody who 
paid for space—a policy which one would 
scarcely think of the great Mr. Addison not 
only following, but originating. There are, 
as Lawrence Lewis points out, several strik- 
ing instances of the Spectators business of- 
fice dictating editorial “speculations.” The 
nearest he came to it in book matters was 
when he wrote a series of papers on “Para- 
dise Lost” to help out the sale of Tonson’s 
edition, which was remaining on the shelves, 
and when he devoted a paper to praising the 
“Cartoons of Raphael,” engravings of which 
were advertised in the same number... . 
But none of the puffery appeared in the ad- 
vertisements themselves, and they were for 
the most part merely substantial or detailed 
announcements of the form and content of 
the books. Those coming nearest to any bid 
for attractiveness are the following: “A 
Treatise of the Hypochondriac and Hysterick 
Passions, vulgarly called the HYPO in men 
and vAPouRS in women; in which the symp- 
toms, causes and cure of those Diseases are 
set forth after a Method entirely new. The 
whole interspersed with instructive Remarks 
on the Modern Practice of PHYSICIANS and 
APOTHECARIES: Very useful to all that have 
the Misfortune to stand in need of either.” 


FIELDING AND DEFOE. 


All this time, of course, had been develop- 
ing and increasing other forms of advertising, 
indirect, but even more effective. Advertise- 
ment by dedication was not at all to be 
despised as an excellent method of attracting 
the attention of the public at large. The 
patron’s assistance was by no means over 
with publication; people were interested in 
books for which great names graciously stood 
sponsor. Dryden’s publisher thought the ded- 
ication of his “Virgil” to King William such 
a good stroke of business that he made the 
matter doubly conspicuous by having Eneas 
drawr with a hooked nose like the king. 
The practice, too, of issuing proposals for 
bringing out books by subscription worked 
also as an advertisement. 

Doubtless as much publicity as possible was 
obtained by this, though there is no record 
that the proposals were advertised in the pic- 
turesque way of a generation or two before, 
when the practice of selling books by lottery 
was in vogue, and at least one publisher- 
author had his book lottery announced in the 
theatre. Authors also had grown alert to 
the wisdom of allowing their coming events 
to cast a shadow before. At the end of the 
second volume of “Amelia,” Fielding in- 
serted an advertisement of his projected 
newspaper, The Covent Garden Journal. 

The practical Defoe preferred to look back- 
ward rather than to gamble in futures. In 
each pamphlet he systematically referred to a 
previous one, and if any had the misfortune 
of failing to sell he would write another 
pamphlet just for the purpose of calling at- 
tention to it. Seo well known was he as an 
adroit and robust advertiser that when, in 
1705, a bookseller could not get rid of a 


large edition of a heavy book called 
Christian’s Defence Against the Fea; 
Death” he applied to Defoe to help him 
Thereupon the agile author wrote the 
count of Mrs, Veale, and in the recital of ;

BYRON AND BULWER. 


The: Morning Chronicie in 1802 made a 
specialty of book advertisements and exhib- 
ited, for the time, much ingenuity in the mat- 
ter of display. Publishers had the fashion 
then of keeping back their announcements 
until they had enough to bunch them together 
in what was called a “cloud” or “swarm,” in 
order to impress the public with the extent 
of their business. “Each bookseller,” wrote 
the proprietor of this journal, “is desirous of 
having his cloud of advertisements inserted in 
the front page. The new advertisements, one 
at a time, would not do; they would have the 
cloud. Then, said I, there is no place for the 
cloud but the last page. The booksellers 
were affronted, indignant. The last page! 
To obtain the accommodation they set up 
morning paper, the British Press, and to of 
pose the Courier, an evening one, the Glo) 
Possessed of general influence among liter- 
ary men, could there be a doubt of success’ 

And thus began a period when the book- 
sellers practically had it all their own way 
and controlled most of the organs of literary 
opinion; and the era of brazen puffery cam 
about. 

Byron, in the meantime, had introduced 4 
new note into book advertising, that of the 
carefully nurtured personality; and the ide: 
he had furnished to his publisher on his re 
turn from the grand tour proving effective 
enough to sell out the edition of “Child 
Harold” in three days, the trade seized upon 
it with avidity. Byron, by his paleness, his ca'- 
culated abstinence from food in public, anc 
his interesting air of abysmal wickedness, 
showed the publishers the commercial value 
of an intangibility. It was a foregone con- 
clusion that Bulwer-Lytton—the Barnum 0! 
his day, as he has been called—would not lag 
far behind in exploiting his showy person 
ality. And Bulwer, like Byron, did not the 
less appreciate advertisement for his contact 
with the stage—indeed both of them proved 
quite able to teach the theatres a thing oF 
two. Then came Disraeli, equally interesting 
as a social figure and through necessity even 
more anxious for personal notoriety. 


DISRAELI AND SCOTT. 


If Dizzy had not been a _ self-advertiset 
there would probably have been no Dizzy, 
and he made his novels as he made every- 
thing else serve him in that respect.

Besides the 
market price of personality and of mystery, 
the trade had by this time well learned the 
value of the hoax, and the lately discovered 
manuscript, and the long list of temporarily 
successful impostures had begun.

THACKERAY. 


While there seem to have been no definite 
schemes launched for the exploitation of the 
books of the Wizard of the North, Scott’s 
whole life was one which served indirectly 
to advertise his novels. His palace at Ab- 
yotsford, his friendship for the Prince Re- 
gent, his truckling to national prejudice in 
his absurd “Life of Napoleon,” all helped 
im to sell. Indeed a little pamphlet might 
e written on High Life and the Book Trade. 
It is well known how the marriage of the 
\larquis of Lorne put the breath of life into 
that still-born infant, “Lorna Doone;” and 
how it was not passed over by her publish- 
ers that the late queen’s favorite novelist was 
\farie Corelli. But Thackeray did more than 
‘ater to the English love of a lord or intro- 
duce ill-disguised portraits of celebrated per- 
sonages in his novels; he was accused of 
aiming at the patronage of the British nobil- 
ity in his “English Humourists” and of bid- 
ding for the American market in his lectures 
“Four Georges.” .

What passion and 
coolness!” The exclamation marks are char- 
acteristic, for the French school of the first 
half of the century was far more open than 
the English in exploiting itself. It is true 
that Richard Savage’s publisher advertised 
his author’s having killed a man, but Balzac 
seems almost to have provoked duels with 
his publishers for the sake of advertisement. 
All his life his head was seething with 
schemes to attract attention to his books. 
“My friend,” said he, “I have the brilliant 
idea to open a grocery store with Honoré de 
Balzac printed over the door in gilt letters 
and me in a blouse behind the counter: this 
will create such a scandal that every one 
will buy my books.” 


DUMAS AND HUGO. 


The elder Dumas used his astonishing per- 
sonality, his political ambitions, and the ex- 
travagance of his chateau of Monte Cristo to 
attract attention to his romances. In later 
life he descended to fiddling in a restaurant 
as a means of self-advertising. Théophile 
Gautier strutted about Paris in an extra- 
ordinary red waistcoast in order to attract 
attention to himself and to his work. Victor 
Hugo was the very personification of self- 
exploitation. Beneath that colcssal egotism, 
which on one occasion led him to suggest 
gravely that the issue of the Franco-Prussian 
War be decided by personal combat between 
himself and the King of Prussia, there was 
a strong vein of shrewdness. No publisher 
who ever had dealings with him was able to 
forget that he was an excellent business man, 
and he must have understood that these mani- 
festations of his vanity would result in in- 
creased sales. He left nothing to chance, 
however, for he took pains to write his ad- 
vertisements himself. 


THE EXPLOITATION OF SUE. 


But the height of literary advertising of 
the first half of the last century was reached 
in the case of Eugene Sue’s famous novel, 
“The Wandering Jew.” A French news- 
paper publisher contracted for the serial 
rights of the latter and then proceeded to 
make the most of his bargain by methods 
which, «as some one has expressed it, would 
have made a modern American stare. Every 
little while the daily instalment would fail 
to appear, and in its place would be a notice 
that M. Sue was suffering from a slight in- 
disposition and the readers would be obliged 
to wait forty-eight hours for new develop- 
ments of the narrative. So well did these 
methods succeed that it was impossible to 
buy outright a copy of the journal, and in- 
stead copies were rented out at ten sous for 
half an hour, the time thought necessary to 
read the instalment. And all the while Sue 
himself was industriously abetting the pub- 
lishers by posing overdressed and with spurs 
to his boots at the Café de Paris in an atti- 
tude of deepest abstraction, as if wondering 
what the next instalment would be about. 
The brothers Sosii and Martial must have 
been much chagrined when the report reached 
them in the Elysian Fields.

UnIversITY Press TERCENTENARY 


BIBLEs. 

The Oxford University Press, as well as 
Cambridge, are publishing new editions of 
the Authorized Version especially for the 
Tercentenary. 

The first of these is a photographic fac- 
simile in a slightly reduced size (1134 x84 
inches), but containing all the characteristics 
of the original of the 1611 Bible in black 
letter, printed on rag-made paper, and ed- 
ited, with a bibliographical introduction, by 
Alfred W. Pollard, M.A., assistant keeper 
of printed books in the British Museum. The 
volume consists of 1550 pages and contains 
the translators’ preface to the Reader, the 
Calendar, and all the material contained in 
original copies of the King James Bible. 
This commemorative volume has been spe- 
cially prepared for libraries and for those 
who wish to possess the King James Bible 
in its original form, and sells for $15. 

They also have an exact reprint in roman 
type of the Authorized Version of 1611, ed- 
ited, with a bibliographical introduction, by 
Alfred W. Pollard. Size 8x 5% inches. Mr. 
Pollard’s bibliographical introduction is the 
same as in the larger volume, but the smaller 
edition lacks the illustrative documents. This 
edition is printed on Oxford India paper, 
bound in cloth, and sells for $4.50. 

The Oxford University Press also an- 
nounce “Records of the English Bible: being 
the documents [sixty-three in number] re- 
lating to the translation and publication of 
the Bible in English, 1523-1611.” This vol- 
ume is also edited, with the introduction al- 
ready described, by Alfred W. Pollard, and 
will be found a valuable work for students 
of the Bible. 


CRAIGE LIPPINCOTT DEAD. 

As THe PusLisHerS’ WEEKLY goes to press 
comes the news of the death of Craige Lip- 
pincott, head of the publishing house of 
J. B. Lippincott Company. Mr. Lippincott 
was found Thursday morning with a bullet 
wound in his forehead. Whether, however, 
his death was accidental, or whether he com- 
mitted suicide during a period of temporary 
aberration, is not yet clear. 

In any case his death is one that imposes 
a serious loss upon the American publishing 
profession, concerning his work, for which it 
will be possible for us to speak next week 
in more detail.

CANADA’S PROPOSED LEGISLATION ON 
COPYRIGHT, 
Special Correspondence to The Publishers’ Weekly. 
Toronto, Ont., March 29, 1911. 


A MEMORANDUM, giving the heads of the 
new copyright act, which will be submitted 
to the Dominion Parliament at its present 
session, has just been issued by the Cana- 
dian Government. It is a drastic measure 
il) some respects and one that will not be 
regarded with much favor by United States 
publishers, 

In brief, Canada now takes the adminis- 
tration of copyright into its own hands. Hith- 
erto, while there was a so-called Canadian 
Copyright Act, it was to a large extent 
a dead letter. To all practical intents and 
purposes British copyright covered Canada 
and the Canadian measure was a superfluity. 
Now, Canada becomes virtually an independ- 
ent nation so far as copyright is concerned. 

The new act is the outcome of the Im- 
perial Conference on Copyright held in Lon- 
don last June, when representatives of all 
thé self-governing portions of the British 
Empire were present to discuss and arrive 
at a decision regarding mutual action on im- 
perial copyright. Canada was represented 
at the Conference by the Hon. Sydney 
Fisher, Minister of Agriculture, in whose 
department copyright matters are handled. 
After it was over there were rumors that 
Canada was going to attempt to pass some- 
what advanced legislation on the subject and 
that the United States publishers were to be 
discriminated against. 

While it is impossible to judge from the 
material at hand to what extent this is true, 
there can be no doubt that the new measure 
will affect the relations at present existing 
between American publishers and Canadian 
publishers and booksellers. A special pref- 
erence is given to the British publisher, 
which, if it is pushed to the extreme, will 
have a serious result in reducing the num- 
ber of American books sold in Canada. 

The heads of the new act as set forth in 
the memorandum are eleven in number and 
read as follows: 

1. Subject to the provisions of the Act 
copyright: shall subsist in every original, lit- 
erary, dramatic, musical, and artistic work 
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the author of which was at the date of mak 
ing the work a bona fide resident in Canada 

2. The work shall before publication 4, 
registered in the register established ; 
registration of copyrights and assignments 
and every copy of the work published shajj 
be made in Canada; in the case of a book. 
“making” includes printing. 

3. One registration of a newspaper or 
other periodical publication shall suffice to 
protect all future issues. 

4. Copyright means the sole right to pro- 
duce or reproduce the work or any substan- 
tial part thereof in any material form what- 
soever and in any language; to perform, or, 
in the case of a lecture, address, speech or 
sermon, to deliver the work or any sub- 
stantial part thereof in public; if the work 
is unpublished, to publish the work. Copy- 
right also includes the right to make any 
record, perforated roll or other contrivance 
by means of which any work may be me- 
chanically performed. 

5. The term of copyright is the life of 
the author and fifty years after his death. 

(a) In the case of a work of joint au- 
thorship the term is the life of the author 
who dies first and fifty years after his 
death, or during the life of the author who 
dies last, whichever period is longer. 

(b) In the case of a posthumous work 
the term is fifty years from first publication. 

(c) Where the work of an author is first 
published as a contribution to a collective 
work, or to a periodical, the author may re- 
tain the copyright in the contributed article, 
and the proprietor of the periodical has the 
tight of reproducing the collective work as 
a whcele and, for fifty years from the date 
of publication of the collective work, can 
prevent infringement of the contribution by 
a third party. 

6. Copyright ceases on first publication 
outside Canada. 

(a) Publication means the issue of cop- 
ies to the public. 

(b) Publication of a work in a foreign 
country simultaneously with first publication 
in Canada does not invalidate copyrignt. 

(c) Publications are deemed to be simul- 
tancous if the time between them does not 
exceed fourteen days, 

7. Copyright may be assigned, but the as- 
signee must signify the conditions confer- 
ring copyright laid down by the Act. 

(a) An unregistered assignment is void as 
against a subsequent registered assignnient 
made for valuable consideration and without 
actual notice. 

& The importation into Canada of cop- 
es made out of His Majesty’s Dominions 
of any work in which copyright subsists, 
is prohibited. 

G. Where any part of His Majesty’s Do- 
minions other than Canada has made or 
undertaken to make provisions for the pro- 
tection of persons entitled to copyrig:tt 
undet the provisions of this Act, copyright 
obtained under the law of such part of IIis 
Majesty’s Dominion by authors who arc 
bona fide residents therein or who are Brit- 
ish subjects resident elsewhere than Canada,

No comment is necessary on Section I. 
Section 2 will require some further expla- 
nation before its effect is apparent. If 
plinting includes typesetting as well, as i3 
quite likely to be the subsequent interpreta- 
tion, then Canadian publishers will in future 
be unable to secure copyright on books 
printed from imported American plates. This 
is a custom which has been practiced in 
several cases of late years.

At present it is a very simple matter for 
an American publisher to get copyright for 
his books or periodicals in the British Em- 
pire, including Canada. To entitle him to 
copyright, all that is necessary to do is to 
place copies on sale at some point within 
the Empire and to arrange for registration 
at Stationers’ Hall in London. There is 
no manufacturing requirement. It has be- 
corhe quite a common custom for American 
publishers to send a few copies of their books 
or magazines to agents in Toronto or Mon- 
treal, who place them on sale, and at the 
same time to attend to the formalities in 
London. By this means British copyright 
is quickly and easily gained. So far at any 
rate as Canada is concerned, it will no 
longer be sufficient to do this, unless the 
arrangement referred to in Section 11 can 
be made to cover it. 

The bill is not law yet by any means 
and before it is finally passed, there may be 
changes made in it. As it stands its aim is 
obviously to give British publishers a sub- 
stantial preference in the Canadian book 
market.

OBITUARY NOTES. 


Mrs. Etten H. Ricwarps, sanitary chemist, 
instructor at the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, and wife of Professor Robert H. 
Richards, of the Department of Mining En- 
gineering of the same, died March 30, after 


a week’s illness. Mrs. Richards had been 
connected with the institute nearly forty 
years and was an indefatigable worker. She 


was born in Dunstable, Mass., in 1842, was 
graduated from Vassar in 1870, and from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology in 
1873. She continued at the institute as a 
resident graduate, and married Professor 
Richards in 1875. In 1885 she became in- 
structor in Chemistry and Mineralogy in the 
Woman’s Laboratory of the institute, and 
later she became Instructor in Sanitary Chem- 
istry. Her influence in developing scientific 
studies among women was large. As chemist 
of the Manufacturers Mutual Fire Insurance 
Co. she had much to do with oils, in reference 
to safety from spentaneous combustion, ex-' 
plosion, etc., and was alse a specialist in 
water analysis. Early interested in domestic 
science, she was a founder and long promi- 
nent in the Lake Placid Conference in Home 
Economics, and, since 1909, was president of 
the American Home Economic Association 
which succeeded it.

De Wirt & SNELLING, of Oakland, Cal., 
will publish shortly an item of interest te col- 
lectors of Twainiana—a letter written by 
Mark Twain from Elmira, N. Y., in the latter 
part of 1869 to the New York Society of Cali- 
fornia Pioneers, in reply to a letter inviting 
him to their banquet. It is thoroughly char- 
acteristic, describing his early experiences in 
the mining district of Nevada. The edition 
is a limited one. 


On April 15 “People of Popham,” by Mary 
C. E. Wemyss, author of “The Professional 
Aunt,” will appear. Both books are pub- 
lished by Houghton Mifflin Company. The 
earlier work ran through three editions in 
the first few months after publication, and 
the publishers feel confident of an even 
greater success for this new book, which is 
longer and more ambitious, with the delight- 
ful humor displayed in the author’s other 
story quite as much in evidence. 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL HiTCHCOCK announced 
Friday of last week that, after several years 
of negotiations, a parcels-post convention be- 
tween the United States and Hayti has been 
concluded. By the ratification of this treaty 
another country was added to the forty to 
which parcels up to eleven pounds in weight 
may be sent by mail from the United States 
at the rate of 12 cents a pound. Meanwhile 
we still pay sixteen cents a pound to send a 
package from New York to jersey City.

Alone-in-the-City Novel” figures this month 
in the series of “Inside Views of Fiction,” 
and there is the usual discriminatingly per- 
suasive “Chronicle and Comment.” 


GeorcE W. Jacozs & Co. announce that they 
will have a new book this year in their series 
of animal biographies by Clarence Hawkes. 
It is to be entitled “King of the Thundering

edition of Mrs. Beeton’s “International Cook- 
ery.” 


AN interesting point of law is raised by a 
suit which is being brought against Anatole 
France, of the French Academy, by M. Le- 
merre, the well-known French publisher. M. 
Lemerre states that in 1882 he purchased for 
£120 the copyright of a “History of France,” 
written by Anatole France. Having kept the 
manuscript for twenty-nine years, he has now 
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decided to publish it, and has sent the first 
batch of proofs to the author for correction. 
Anatole France, however, refuses to correct 
the proofs. He contests the rights which the 
publisher claims and, according to the London 
Morning Post, objects to publication on the 
ground that the work in question was nat- 
urally influenced by the ideas which he held 
at the time. M. Lemerre will ask the Third 
Chamber of the Civil Tribunal to order M. 
France to hand over without delay the cor- 
rected proofs. 


A new novel by Eden Phillpotts, author 
of “The Thief of Virtue,” “The Haven,” 
“Tales of the Tenements,” etc., is published 
this week by John Lane Company. The title 
is “Demeter’s Daughter.” The scene is laid 
in Dartmoor. John Redmond is the subject of 
a biographical study in Irish politics by L. G. 
Redmond-Howard, published also this week by 
John Lane Company. The book is illustrated 
and carries a photogravure frontispiece. 
Among the topics covered in the course of 
Redmond’s career are the Parneli crisis, 1890- 
1893, the Home Rule bill, the South African 
war, and the present advance toward Irish 
autonomy. “The Studio Year Book of Deco- 
rative Art, 1911,” published this week by John 
Lane Company, contains over 500 illustra- 
tions, including 17 color plates. The text 
matter comprises articles on decorative and 
applied art by E. G. Halton, L. Deubner and 
A. S. Levetus. 


THE authorities in charge of the Library of 
Parliament, Ottawa, are prepared to make a 
handsome gift to the State of New York to 
replace in part the valuable books lost in the 
fire in the Capitol at Albany. The Library of 
Parliament has a valuable collection of United 
States Federal and State documents, and 
among them is a large number of duplicates. 
These duplicates it is proposed to give to 
New York. They cover a large part of the 
period between 1850 and 1907. They are 
stored in vaults in the Parliament buildings, 
and are in perfect preservation. The exact de- 
tails about them will be made known to the 
New York authorities within a few days by 
Martin Griffin, the librarian, and the Hon. 
Charles Marcel, Speaker of the House of 
Commons. The generous courtesy of the 
Canadian authorities will be deeply appre- 
ciated by the many friends of the New York 
State Library. 


A. Price Drttont, who is connected with 
the Wanaque River Paper Co., but who has 
for years made a hobby of the collection of 
curiosities of paper and its manufacturing, 
has interested Mr. Dana, of the Newark Pub- 
lic Library, in the possibility of showing there 
as a loan exhibit his own collection with ad- 
ditions. Several of the paper manufacturers 
have expressed their willingness to co-operate 
—one even with moving pictures illustrative 
of the processes of paper manufacture. There 
is considerable popular interest in the whole 
subject of paper, which such an exhibit, which 
Mr. Dana’s experience renders him admirably 
fitted to conduct, would both stimulate and 
gratify. Possibly the collection could later 
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be sent “on the road,” as Mr. Dana’s book 
binding exhibit was some years ago, and so 
reach, through library co-operation, a wider 


audience. 


“SEEKERS ALL,” by Mrs. Kenneth Coinbe. 
author of “Cecilia Kirkham’s Son,” has jys 
been published by George H. Doran Company. 
It is an attractive and entertaining story of 
English life, having well-sustained humor and 
a plot of considerable novelty, with a surpris- 
ing dénouement. This house has also ready 
“The Human Machine,” by Arnold Bennett, 
whose versatility is well displayed in this re- 
markable freshly written book; W. R. Nicoll 
says of it in the British Weekly: “It might be 
imagined that the book is a_ psychological 
treatise.

““What’s-His-Name,” the latest book by 
George Barr McCutcheon, has for its hero a 
little insignificant man, whose clever wife 
overshadows him, instead of the dashing 
youth, who carries all before him, that the 
public always expects from this author; this 
new kind of hero proves very satisfactory, 
and before the end of the tale he has won 
the thing he most wanted; “Yellow Men and 
Gold,” by Gouverneur Morris, was the first 
leng serial selected for the new magazine 
Adventure, and it would be hard to conceive 
of a story more full of incident and thrill 
than this story of a treasure hunt in which a 
ship full of Chinamen plays an important part 


Sturcts & Watton are the publishers of 
the “Report of the Commission on Country 
Life,” for which Mr. Roosevelt writes the 
introduction. This brief. report was sub- 
mitted to President Roosevelt two years ag0 
(in January, 1909), and by him submitted to 
Congress. It was printed by Congress for its 
use, but it has not been available for popular 
distribution. The call for the report has 
been widespread, and it is now published 1 
book form to meet this demand and to aid 
in putting the work of the commission wide- 
ly before the public. The purpose of the 
commission was to determine the presen! 
status of country life in the United States, to 
point out its main deficiencies, and to suggest 
lines of action and inquiry. It could not 
make scientific investigations on its own ac- 
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unt. but it proposed a number of investiga- 
sons that should be made by Congress, states 
nd other agencies. It looked on the question 
‘ot from the viewpoint of technical farming, 
at as to means whereby country life may be 
-edirected, to the end that a better rural civil- 
ation may be developed. It was the first 
inquiry of the kind, and wholly aside from 
‘ts content the report must necessarily form 
one of the starting points for forthcoming 
rural progress along economic, social, edu- 
cational and religious lines. 


Reciprocity with Great Britain would seem 
assured when immediately following the an- 
nouncement that Dr. Jowett, of Birmingham, 
is coming to New York appears the report 
of the call extended to Dr. A. C. Dixon, of 
Chicago, by the Metropolitan Tabernacle, 
London. This is the pulpit made famous by 
Charles H. Spurgeon, and the congregation 
who have been listening to the American 
preacher for some weeks past are said to 
have voted enthusiastically to offer him this 
permanent post in London. Two books have 
already emanated from his pen, “Heaven on 
Earth” and “Lights and Shadows of Amer- 
ican Life.” Both of these are published by 
Revell. Dr. Jowett’s latest volume, “The 
Transfigured Church,’ a remarkable por- 
trayal of what the church might be if it fully 
availed itself of all the forces and powers at 
its disposal, is also published by the Revell 
Company.

members and to secure friendly co-operation 
among them. The position of honorary pres- 
ident went to the dean of the stationery trade 
of Alberta, J. C. Linton, of this city, who has 
a record in this province of over twenty-five 
years, a long time as things go in the west. 
The presidency went to H. W. B. Douglas, 
of Edmonton, while F. E. Osborne, of this 
city, was chosen secretary-treasurer. Many 
live subjects were discussed at the first meet- 
ing of the Association: the date of publica- 
tion of educational books, freight rates on 
books, the book jobbing situation in Canada, 
etc. The Association is certainly a sign of 
the Jiterary alertness of the Canadian north- 
west. 


MontTreaL, P. Q.—Theo. Lafleur, late of 
Wilson & Lafleur, has opened a law bookstore 
at 56 Notre Dame Street East, with a com- 
plete assortment of Canadian, French, Eng- 
lish and American legal works. 


Otrawa.—A partnership between two well- 
known and experienced book and stationery 
men, C. H. Thorburn and George F. Abbott, 
has just becn consummated, under the firm 
name of Thorburn & Abbott.

“The 
Rosary” is reported by Mussons to be selling 
as fast as ever. They also state that “The 
Root of Evil” is taking very well, and that 
there is a great demand for Arnold Bennett’s 
“How to Live on 24 Hours a Day.” The 
Copp, Clark Co. find “Molly Make-Believe” 
yet one of their best sellers. They are pub- 
lishing still another edition.

Even the Canadian booktrade has been tak- 
ing an interest in the reciprocity question, 
though the matter of book publication and 
sale is not immediately affected. One of the 
publishers of Toronto is said to be so vio- 
lently opposed to reciprocity that he makes 
the point that booksellers in the provincial 
towns are hesitating to buy, because they fear 
that the reciprocity agreement will pass and 
that Canada will be either bankrupt or an- 
nexed to the United States. This experience 
is, however, unique or perhaps the book- 
sellers are not buying his particular output, 
for elsewhere the Canadian booktrade is do- 
ing well. Most of the titles are of British or 
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American origin. Mussons, for instance. an- 
nounce 50 titles, and it is difficult to pick oy: 
any real Canadian work. Even when a Cap- 
adian author appears it is likely that the rea) 
edition is being published in the U. S. A or 
England. This same firm reports a large sale 
of Owen Johnson’s American school stories.

Pub- 
lishers have already done something in that 
direction by printing on the book-wrapper a 
ready-made estimate of the value of the book. 
What they have failed to recognize is that in 
the same novel certain features will hold a 
different appeal for different classes of read- 
ers. And here is where an index would come 
in very handily. 

Suppose, Appleby went on, the man of the 
house first picks up the book. What is it a 
man looks for in a novel? Excitement and 
“go.” Very well, then. He turns to the in- 
dex and picks out entries like the following: 


Aeroplane, Devereux falls from, p. 3. 

Blood, Red; see Red Blood. 

Catastrophe, Averted: Helen saved from 
under an automobile, p. 27; from runaway 
horse, 39; from French count, 64; from 
train wreck, 159; from submarine, 233; 
Devereux escapes from thugs, 12; from 
Yaqui Indians, 127; from the Matterhorn, 
256; from the Standard Oil Company, 
372. 

Red Blood, Devereux’s; seethes, p. 2; boils, 
12; goes to his head, 22; rises in outrage, 
32; sings in his veins the chant of Anglo- 
Saxon forefathers, 85. 


And in the same way, the woman of the 
house would save time by looking up refer- 
ences that most appeal to her: 


Accidental meetirgs, Helen’s with Devereux, 
p. 30. 

Bouquet, the first, p. 5. 

Bridge, Helen loses $200 at, p. 29; Helen 
loses $300 at, 43; Helen determines to 
learn, 44. 

Despondency, Helen’s, at Devereux’s cold- 
ness, p. 4; at his taking her “No” as 
final, 123. 

Jealousy, Helen’s, pp. 5, 7, 9, II, 13, 15, 17, 
et seq.; Devereux’s, pp. 6, 8, 10, 12, 14, 
16, 18, et seq. 

Kiss, Helen’s and Devereux’s first, p. 13; 
again, 17; again, 22, et seq. 

Reconciliation; see Jealousy, Despondency, 
Heart-ache, Remorse, Winsomeness. 


Appleby cited the preceding examples as 
being only faintly indicative of how far the 
index might be developed in the hands of, 
let us say, a trained student from the Library 
School at Albany. 

There are many readers of fiction, Appleby 
went on to say, who are interested not in the 
story, but in the style. They take delight in 
the choice, unusual word, in the bold, un- 
hackneyed phrase. Such discriminating read- 
ers could not help finding pleasure in an index 
which should give them the happy little 
tcuches they want without putting them to 
the trouble of reading the book. Appleby 
mentioned a few such verbal felicities : 


Glimpses Henry’s Approach, Laura, p. 4. 
Man-Child, Laura yearns for a, p. 127. 
Senses his Presence, Laura, p. 32. 

Trills her reply, Laura, p. 11. 

Vibrates, Laura, pp. 5, 13, 17, et seq. 


Finally, said Appleby, his index would be 
invaluable to the author himself when it 
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comes to the reading of final proofs. Novel- 
ists will slip up now and then; you will re- 
member how Thackeray used to mix up the 
names of his characters. In the heat of com- 
position and going to press a writer may occa- 
sionally tangle up his plot; and the contra- 
dictions may be so widely scaitered as to 
make discovery, even by a careful reader, 
very difficult. But no errors could creep into 
the pages if our author, in going carefully 


_ over the index, should happen on an entry 


like the following: 

Brewster, Henry; meets Alice, p. 7; goes to 
Africa, 121; dies, 134; runs for Congress, 
275; is introduced to Alice, 324. 

And Appleby insisted that there was really a 

great deal of merit in his idea—New York 

ivening Post.
